JANUARY 

The Whipple House — Ipswich, Massachusetts 

The mantle of winter falls becomingly on this venerable relic of the seventeenth 
century. The original part of the house was begun in 1638 by John Fawn. The 
lean-to, added by Captain John Whipple some thirty years later, transformed the 
house into the familiar “salt box”.

JULY 

The Jacob Wendell House — Portsmouth, New Hampshire 

Framed in its midsummer foliage, this classic hip-roofed house, dating from 
1789 , has undergone remarkably little change in the ensuing decades. Its three 
dormer windows and front doorway are adorned with graceful, curved pediments. 


FEBRUARY 

The Frozen Millpond — Near Peterborough, New Hampshire 

The rigors of a New England winter as well as its picturesqueness are dramatized 
in this scene, which repeats itself frequently, with variations, as the little river 
tumbles downstream. 

MARCH 

Kitchen of the Stephen Fitch House 
Old Sturbridce Village — Sturbridge, Massachusetts 

An intimate view of the kitchen, replete with old pewter, wooden bowls, high 
chair, and wide pine table, which was the heart of so many New England home¬ 
steads. The Stephen Fitch house is one of many which have been assembled in a 
remarkable village museum in this old town near Worcester. 

APRIL 

Springtime at the Adams Mansion — Quincy, Massachusetts 

The home of two Presidents, this dignified mansion was built by Major Leonard 
Vassall in 1731 and purchased by John Adams in 1787 . For the next one hun¬ 
dred and forty years it was occupied by the Adams family. It is now entrusted to 
the Department of the Interior and is open to the public. 

MAY 

The Old Meetinghouse — Hancock, New Hampshire 

This sparkling structure serves both the town and the church, as the town offices 
are on the ground floor with the church auditorium above them. The wide semi¬ 
circular carriage shed, built on a foundation of unmortared stone, is its most un¬ 
usual feature. 

JUNE 

Still Waters — North Edgecomb, Maine 

The lazy Sheepscott River is untroubled in this early morning view, reflecting 
almost without a ripple the wooden pier, the float, and the rowboats which are 
so necessary to minor Maine navigation. 


AUGUST 

Race Week — Marblehead, Massachusetts 

The breeze is usually brisk during the eventful week when all yachtsmen’s eyes 
are turned toward the yachting capital of New England, but sometimes it is 
desultory indeed. On this sultry August day, so little wind was stirring that the 
contestants had to be towed out to sea to pick up enough breeze for a race. 

SEPTEMBER 

The Gold of Autumn — Topsfield, Massachusetts 

A small, white church on the village green is one of the familiar symbols of rural 
New England. Here it is dramatized by a foreground of maple leaves shimmer¬ 
ing with color. 

OCTOBER 

The County Courthouse — Newfane, Vermont 

The civic center of this small community, a maple-sheltered courthouse erected 
in 1825 , is an evidence of the Greek Revival which flourished in rural New 
England. 

NOVEMBER 

The Old Barn — Andover, Massachusetts 

A few tattered shingles and time-stained siding give a hint of the antiquity of 
this large barn. It belongs to the Abbot Homestead, which is much older, the 
brown farmhouse dating from 1685 . 

DECEMBER 

December Morning — Hamilton, Massachusetts 

The photographer had to rise early to obtain this view of a birch-lined country 
road before any vehicles had marred the blanket laid by a snowstorm the night 
before.
